Cruelly Executed 


Mr. Egbert flans, 
a- native of Bel- 


glum, now residing at UHltrlca. has 
lecetved a number 
of letters which 


cast a lurid light on the slate of af- 
fairs In Belgium. 
He has one telling 


of the cable of death laid by the Ger- 
mans on the Holland border and which 
electrocutes anybody who touches It. 
The people are still 
suffering 
from 


tcarcity of food because what they had 
has been taken by Germany. 


They constitute documents of human 


interest, the letters from Belgian relu- 
lives and friends living under the dom- 
ination of the German invader. 


Apart from this human Interest they 


very often contain Interesting 
Infor- 


mation and many a time a letter from 
Belgium threw light on certain events 
about which only Incomplete or doubt- 
lul information reached us through of- 
ficial sources. 


There are two kind of letters which 


t'cnch us from Belgium or rather there 
are post cards and letters; 
post cards 


only are allowed by the German autno- 
rities to be sent only to Holland via 
Aachen. They bear of course a German 
stamp and a common friend in Holland 
charges himself by forwarding them to 
America. Generally th«e' post cards 
tell us nothing but a few common place 
phrases,

the penalties set forth in section thir- 
teen of this act in the case of fraudu- 
lent returns." There are sections de- 
voted to the exemptions of income, in- 
come from annuities, trades and pro- 
fessions, determination of taxable in- 
come, methods of: determining income, 
property held in trust, partnerships, 
etc., etc.
